Applicant hereby requests correction of the publication of the above-captioned 
application in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1.221(b). The application was published as 
publication number US 2006-01 1 1667 A 1 on 25 MAY 2006, therefore this request is timely 
filed. A review of the publication of this application reveals two errors in the publication. 
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At page 2, paragraph 0034, third line from the bottom, the phrase "280 = n" appears. The 
application as filed recited "280 nm". (See application as filed at the last line of page 5.) 

At page 9, claim number 18, second line, the publication recited "400 nm". The 
application as filed recited "400 ml" at this location. (See page 28, claim 18 of the application as 
filed.) 

It is respectfully submitted that these errors were made by the Patent Office. They do not 
appear in the text of the application as filed. 

It is also respectfully submitted that these errors, especially the error in claim 18, are 
material. They are more than mere typographical errors. They misidentify units of measure in 
ways which are not obvious on their face and thus could affect the public's ability to appreciate 
the technical disclosure of the application publication and to accurately determine the scope of 
the provisional rights accorded to applicant and possibly to be enforced upon issuance of a 
patent. 

This request is:

B. Has set forth the nature of the Office's mistakes and their materiality. 
Please correct these errors and republish this application.
